Robinson and 
Peterson, who happened to be on the 
highway when the officers arrived, were 
not recognized in the darkness and the 
men in the sheriff's car started shoot- 
ing. 

Robinson received a shotgun charge | 
in the spine and Peterson was shot in 
the arm with a charge of buckshot.

False Clew is Followed. 

Scott City, Kans., May 27 (A.P.).—A 
report that the Lamar, Colo., bank rob- 
bers, the object of a great Western man- 
hunt, were cornered in a cabin near 
Healy, Kans., this afternoon sent scores 
of armed men hurrying to the spot 
from the surrounding towns. Investl- 
gation proved the information to be 
erroneous. 

The false information regarding the 
locating of the robber gang was said to 
have been circulated by a woman who 
saw three men drive up to a cabin 2 
miles north and 1 mile west of here. 
They entered the cabin and when a 
guard had been placed about the place. 
officers found they were hunters. 

Meanwhile scores of automobiles 
which had started from points as dis- 
tant as Dighton and Scott City arrived 
at the scene. Automobiles filled with 
armed men continued to arrive until 
evening 

May Be on East Coast. 


Lamar, Colo., May 27 (A.P.).—Search 
for the four bandits who robbed the 
Lamar First National Bank last Wednes- 
day and killed the president, cashier 
and a physician and kidnaped a teller 
continued today in the “bad lands” 
region and bordering territory in Kan- 
sas, Colorado and Oklahoma with no 
definite clue as to the whereabouts 
of the quartet. 

It was reported here late last night | 
that ten witnesses to the robbery had 
identified a photograph of Charles 
Chester Clinton, said to be a former 
convict from Oklahoma, as one of the 
bandits. Oklahoma authorities were 
checking prison records tonight for a 
possible clew in this connection, 

A. N. Parrish, 77, president of the 
bank, and his son, John Parrish, 
cashier, were killed in the holdup. Dr 
W. W. Wineinger, of Dighton, Kans.. 
was called from his home Wednesday 
night, presumably to treat the wounds 
of one of the four bandits who was 
shot in a battle with bank officials 
and his body was found near Oakley. 
Kans., where his motor car had been 
driven over an embankment. E. A. 
Kessinger, assistant cashier of the 
bank, who was abducted by the ban- 
‘ dits and used as a shield from bullets 
in their flight from Lamar, still is 
missing. 

Fingerprints on a Note. 


Fingerprints on a note found near 
the body of the dead physician were 
photographed and will be used in an 
‘attempt to identify the killers. 

Hope that the abducted. assistant 
eashier would be found alive had vir- 
tually been abandoned tonight. 

The loot obtained in the robbery 
was approximately $20,000. Rewards 
for the capture of the bandits tonight 
totaled more than half that sum. 

Peace officers here believe the rob- 
bers have escaped the net maintained 
by posses, individuals and airplane 
searchers since the robbery, and expect 
the men to be found in some Eastern 
or Pacific Coast city.

Italia’s Last Position 
Blocks Rescue Steps. 


(Associated Press.) 

A rescue expedition was en route te- 
day from Kings Bay, Spitzbergen, to the 
Arctic wastes to search for Gen. Um- 
berto Nobile and his polar dirigible 
Italia, unheard from since Thursday 
on its attempted round-trip flight to 
the North Pole. 

The general’s base ship, Citta dt 
Milano, put out from Kings Bay, Spitz- 
bergen, yesterday, heading for Amster- 
dam Island, just north of Spitzbergen, 
to search for the explorer. Plans were 
announced for the Norwegian sealer 
Hobby to proceed from Oslo to Tromsoe, 
where Lieut. Luetzen Holm, Norwegian 
air ace, will embark for Kings Bay to 
conducf a search by airplane. 

Although Pacific Coast radio stations 
reported they had picked up calls for 
help@or the Italia, anxiety over the fate 
of Gen. Nobile and his craft increased 
as no direct word was received from 
his airship or radio stations closest to 
the Arctic area in which he was last 
heard from. 

Several amateur operators and the 
Radio Corporation of America reported 
hearing the Pacific Coast calls, which 
reported the Italia “in disaster,” but 
all agreed that the position of the 
dirigible was not given and that the 
message was repeated time after time 
in French, Italian and English and was 
garbled and almost undecipherable. 


Reports Are Unconfirmed. 


These vague reports, however, found 
no confirmation in either Norway or 
Several hours after she 
steamed out on her rescue’ mission, the 
Citta di Milano reported that she still 
was without word from the dirigible. 
Oslo reported that “no news since 
Thursday”—seven hours after the Italia 
reported she was returning after a flight 
over the pole—still was the best that 
could be said of the missing expedi- 
tion.

Across the aisle Senators Ashurst and 
Hayden, of Arizona, sat grimly deter- 
mined to go the limit, regardless of 
what adjournment date is decided upon.

A vice presidential candidate from 
that region, it is conceived, would in- 
crease the chances of the Democratic 
ticket winning one or more of the dis- 
affected Republican States. Nor are 
the Democrats losing sight of the un- 
usual importance attaching this year 
to the vice presidential nomination of 
both parties. If Republican disaffec- 
tion in the Middle West should mater- 
lalize in the form of a third party the 
presidential election might be thrown 
into the House and deadlocked there. 
whereupon the next President would 
be one of the candidates for Vice 
President chosen by the present Sen- 
ate. With the radical Republicans 
from the corn belt holding the balance 
of power in the Senate the Democratic 
candidate for Vice President might 
easily become President on March 4, 
1929. 

In such a contingency a Democratic 
candidate for Vice President from the 
corn belt would be in a singularly 
strong position. Among the eligibies 
for the nomination in that region 
whose qualifications are being can- 
vassed are former Senator .Gilbert 
Hitchcock, of Nebraska, Gov. Bulow, of 
South Dakota, Senator Kendrick, of 
Wyoming and Senator Hawes, of Mis- 
cour, 


Prohibition Fight Fades. 
The prospect entertained some months 


'ago of a knock-down-and-drag-out fight 


at Houston over the prohibition plank 
in the platform has been gradually fad- 
ing. The expectations of a battle were 
based chiefiy on Gov. Smith's declara- 
tion in his Jackson day letter that “we 
can not carry water on both shoulders;” 
that “the Democratic party must talk 
out to the American people in no un- 
certain terms,” and that the principle 
of the noninterference by the Federal 
Government “with loca! habits” should 
be applied to the prohibition question 

This utterance was interpreted at the 
time as notice that Smith would fight 
at Houston for a plank committing the 
party to State jurisdiction of the in- 
toxicating liquor. But Smith now does 
not appear disposed to press the views 
he expressed in the Jackson day letter, 
so far as they relate to prohibition. His 
chief sponsors have stated in so many 
words that there will be no fight made 
for a wet or even a moist plank at 
Houston. They would oppose a fanati- 
cal bone-dry plank, bus they would ac- 
cept a law enforcement declaration of 
the innocuous nature incorporated in 
previous platforms Now that Smith 
virtually has the nomination in his 
grasp and the Democratic party has a 
promising chance of winning the elec- 
tion, the Smith faction wants party 
harmony and will go to almost any 
length to get it 


Farm Kellett Divides Party. 


The prevailing opinion among friends 
of the governor is that he will keep 
mum on prohibition and all other issues 
until after the convention, but that in 
his acceptance speech he will give his 
views on the dry law and reiterate his 
advocacy of a national referendum 
along the lines of the New York and 
Illinois referendum of 1926, the object 
of which is the eventual restoration of 
non-intoxicating beer as defined by 
State instead of Federa) law. 

When it comes to the issue of farm 
relief the Democratic poser is no less 
divided than the Republican. For that 
reason the adoption of the agricultural 
plank may be attneded by as much 
party travail at Houston as at Kansas 
City. The Coolidge veto and the sound-

ing of the tocsin of Midwestern Re- 
publican revolt that has ensued have 
caused many Democratic leaders to de- 
clare that a wise deference to considera- 
tions of expediency would impel the 
adoption of a plank at Houston pfom- 
ising the farmers legislation along the 
line of the McNary-Haugen bill. Do 
that, they say in effect, and the Re- 
publican corn belt will go Democratic 
next November and put Smith tin the 
White House, notwithstanding his wet- 
ness and his Romanism. 


Easterners Oppose Program. 


The fact that the McNary-Haugen bill 
is a device for making effective the 
protective tariff, an institution pro- 
fussedly abhorrent to the Democrats 
cieates no difficulty from the viewpoint 
of these Democratic opportunists They 
don't see why the party should be any 
more embarrassed by that consideration 
than were the 29 Democratic senators 
out of 41 who espoused the McNary- 
Haugen farm relief principle even to 
the point of voting to override the veto 
They contend that the Democrats of 
Congress eventually made the McNary- 
Haugen bill more a Democratic than a 
Republican measure 

There is, however, a strenuous oppo- 
sition to the McNary-Haugen bill among 
Eastern Democrats, the importance of 
which is not lessened by the fact that 
Tammany supported the measure in 
Congress. The Tammany gesture was 
patently a bid for support for Smith by 
those Southern and Western influences 
in the Democratic party which were be- 
ing exerted to put through the farm 
relief bill. 

It is not doubted that the Democrats 
who are opposed to c‘*ommitting the 
party to McNary-Haugenism will make 
themselves heard at Houston, and they 
roay be strong enough to force a ma- 
terial modification of the bid that will 
b: made for the agricultural vote.

162 LIGENSES REVOKED 
BY AADIO BOARD ORDER 


Only One Local Station, Op- 
erated by Bliss School, List- 
ed to Close in 60 Days. 


GIVEN RIGHT TO APPEAL 


Looking toward further elimination 
of interference in radio broadcasting 
channels, the Federal Radio Commis- 
Sion gosterday ordered the licenses of 
162 stations revoxed if they fail to 
prove by August 1 that the “public in- 
terest, convenience and necessity” will 
best be served by an extension of their 
broadcasting privileges. 

Although the licenses would have ex- 
pired automatically June 1, the com- 
nission'’s action serves to circu ivent all 
possibility of renewals in the event the 
radio stations enjoined prove unsuc- 
cessful In arguing their rights to a con- 
tinuance. A 60-day extension was 
granted to all 162. to allow them an 
opportunity to state their claims 

The order announcing the proposed 
revocations fixed July 9 as the time of 
public hearing on all applications for 
renewal filed by stations which would 
be discontinued under the ruling. Ar- 
guments will be heard tn the offices of 
the Federal Radio Commission here. 

Ninety-one of the stations affected 
are located in the fourth radio zone, 
which includes Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, 
Kansas, Minnesota, Missouri, Nebraska, 
North Dakota, South Dakota and Wis- 
consin. In addition to these, the 
licenses of 36 stations in the first zone, 
30 in the second zone and 65 in the 
fifth zone would be revoked under the 
order. 

Only one local broadcasting station, 
WBES, of Takoma Park, Md., would be 
deprived o; its license. Inasmuch as 
WBES Its operated by the Bliss Electri- 
cal School and would come under the 
head of educational] stations, it is be- 
lieved that it may receive more sympa- 
thetic consideration than an ordinary 
small amusement broadcasting program 
station. It operates on 100 watts and 
& wave length of 265.3 meters (1,130 
Kilocycles). 

The next nearest station to be cited 


in this vicinity is WCBM, a 100-watt 
transmitter, which ia located at the 
Hotel Chateau, Baltimore.

‘Herculaneum Treasure | 


Discovered Under Lava 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Rome, May 27.—Prof. Maluari, of 
Naples, superintendent of ancient 
art, who is directing the excavations 
at Herculaneum, buried along with 
Pompell under lava streams, today 
Jelegraphed the ministry of educa- 
tion a report of remarkable | 
just made under 150 feet of solid 
lava, 


The main discovery was a large 
house of the Samnite type built of 
Tufa rock in pure Greek architec- 
tural style, and almost perfectly 
preserved. The building was con- 
structed in the shape of the letter 
U, with marble colonnades. The 
balcony, overlooking what once was 
the main street of Herculaneum, ts 
described as being particularly of 
great architectural importance, — It 
is decorated with stucco and small 
columng. 

A fore scarred wooden stairway 
leading to the first floor also was 
discovered, as well as several price- 
less works of art inside, consisting 
of a bronze Mercury, a white marble 
Venus, beautifully sculptured, but 
darkened by fire, two bacchic Mer- 
curies in;red. marble and several 
sinall vases. The report states that 
the Herculaneum excavations, which 
will take five years to complete, 
promise far richer than 
Pompeil.

Swear to Defend Soviet 
Russia With Lives, 
in Solemn Oath. 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Berlin, May 27.—This afternoon 150.- 
000 turned out to see 80,000 “Red Front 
Fighters” parade. All across the forme? 
kaiser’s palace the communists had 
drawn a red streamer, its white letters 
reading; “We swear to defend the 
Soviet Union forever and ever.’

Rice, chairman of the 
subcommittee of the episcopacy com- 
mittee which assigns bishops, said his 
committee likely would report late 
Monday night or Tuesday morning. 

His committee’s work was greatly 
complicated, he said, by the sudden 
dramatic election Friday night, after a 
three-day deadlock, of Dr. E. Stanley 
Jones, missionary to India, to the epis- 
|copacy and Dr. Jones’ even more dra- 
| matic resignation last night which 
threw the conference into near confu- 
sion at the eleventh hour before con- 
secration. 


Holds Election Unsound. 


Dr. Jones, first man ever to refuse 
an Episcopal appointment, told the 
conference he had been elected on a 
wave of emotion, following the dramatic 
|appeal of Friday night of Miss Helen 
Kim, of Seoul, Korea, against consolida- 
tion of the Seoul-Manila residences 
and that he did not believe his election 
was a sound cholce.

A mixed trend of industrial activity 
Was reported yesterday by the Federal 
Reserve Board in a review of business 
conditions for April and May. 

While industrial activity continued, 
the board said the volume reflected 
chiefly an increased output in the 
metal industries, while activity in in- 
duStrials producing food and clothing 
cecreased. Wholesale and retail trade 
also declined and the general level of 
wholesale commodity prices increased 
in April, reflecting advances in 
products. 

The outward movement of gold con- 
tinued in April and May, the decline in 
monetary gold stock during the four 
weeks ended May 23 being nearly 890,- 
000,000. This loss of gold, the board 
said, together with further sales of 
United States securities by the Reserve 
banks, was reflected in an increase of 
nearly $140,000,000 in member bank 
borrowing at the Reserve banks and 
money rates showed further advances 


Security Loans Increase. 


“At member banks,” the board added, 
“loans largely for commercial and in- 
dustrial purposes, following a _ rapid 
increase during February and March, 
have shown little change since the 
early part of April. Loans on securities 
continued to increase and total loans 
and investments of reporting member 
banks in the middle of May were larger 
than at any previous time.

“Sules by depdrtment stores and by

volume than a year ago. Freight ca! 
loadings showed an increase between 
the beginning of April and the middle 
of May, but continued smaller than a 
year ago for most classes of commodi- 
ties.”

Shorter Trading Day Reduces 


Business; Industrials

in the curb market last week was re- 
trading day. Prices sagged in the first 
two days under the influence of high 
money rates and the increased Federal 
Reserve Bank rediscount rate, soared in 
midweek when bull traders got aboard 
airplane issue and then sold off toward 
the close under week-end profit taking 

Announcement of a proposed trans- 
continental air mail service was the in- 
spiration for acquisition of airplane 
Aero Supply A and B, Curtiss 
Aero Exports and newly listed Trans- 
continental Air Transport and Wright 
Aero rights were quickly lifted to new 
high levels and showed almost as rapid 
declines under profit taking. 

Industrials generally were irregular, 
with favorable individual or trade de- 
velopments largely responsible for ap- 
preciation in prices. Such specialties 
as Atlas Plywood, Central Aguirre and 
other sugars, Lehigh Coal & Navigation 
and some of the food and grain store 
shares rose On publication of reports 
indicating that increased earnings 
might be expected 

Late in the weck, after the flood- 
contro] bill had been signed, such 
issues as Hercules Powder, Great Lakes 
Dock & Dredge, and some cement com- 
pany issues, all catering to the con- 
tract trade which probably will become 
active as flood-control operations get 
under way, made wide gains. Automo- 
tive stocks had a brief rise in mid- 
week, but sagged under profit taking 
liquidation. Bancitaly, Columbia 
Graphophone, Canadian Marconli, Gen- 
eral Baking, Fox Theaters A and other 
leaders of last week’s advance were un- 
der pressure. 

Reports of pending mergers attracted 
buyers to some utilities, particularly 
American Light & Traction, United Light 
& Power and Electric Bond & Share, 
which is said to be extending its foreigh 
holdings. Massachuetts Gas, Puget 
Sound, American Gas & Electric and 
American & Foreign Power first pre- 
ferréd were among other issues to join 
the advance. Trading in utilities taper- 
ed off toward the close of the week, 
however, with price movements limited 

Heavy liquidation of holdings in 
Standard Oil of New Jersey appeared 
to offset improved trade conditions In 
the oil group. Darby Petroleum made 
consistent, but small gains and Penn 
Mex Fuel, Humble and one ar two 
others held firm. Gulf and Vacuum 
and most of the Standard Ot] issues 
were under pressure. Pipe lines were 
irregular. 

Mining shares were active in 
advance late in the week, with 
mont and Noranda outstanding. 

Bond prices were influened largely by 
movement of the stocks, but generally 
were held to low levels by high money 
rates. 


WILSON TODAY FACES 
HIS HUNTRESS WIFE 


Lawyer Is to Testify at the 
Hearing of Woman

Mrs. Wilson, indicted by the grand 
jury Tuesday for felonious assault itn 
conitection with the shooting of her 
husband, following a quarrel over her 
maintenance, in his offices in che 
Heckscher building, on Fifth avenue, 
on March 29. is scheduled to appear be- 
fore Judge Max S. Levine for pleading. 
Wilson, discharged only a few days ago 
from City Hospital. will appear to tes- 
tify. according to assurances received 
by District Attorney Joab H. Banton. 

Wilson, attorney for the Heckscher 
Foundation, is a prominent Republican 
politician, and has represented Charles 
M Schwab, August Heckscher and 
other millionaires.

DECLINE FOR Yeah

Excess of ‘Money Sent Over 
Imports Put at $671,000, - 
000 in Report. 


COMMERCE OFFICIALS 
MAKE COMPUTATION 
Gold, Goods and Service Fur- 
nished World Offset by Huge 
Amount Sent Here.

A very considerable shrinkage in the 
assumed total of American investment 
abroad was disclosed yesterday in the 
annual Commerce Department study 
of the Nation’s economic exchanges for 
1927 

The sum total of American capital 
nominally invested abroad for 1927 was 
found to be $1,976,000,000, but in the 
same year, with less advertisement, for- 
eigners invested in the United 
the huge sum of $977,000,000, in the 
form of new loans and the repayment 
of private capital accounts, 

Secretary Hoover, 
ing, calculated that with the reduction 
in the year’s American investment 
abroad which had to be made in 
nominal! totals to give effect to refund- 
ing, commissions, and discounts, the 
Nation’s net export of capital in 1927 
was only about 671,000,000, a figure 
much smaller than suspected. 


Tourists’ Spendings Huge. 


Along with thisj another huge figure 
against the United States was found in 
the estimate that this country’s tourists 
abroad in 1927 spent $8617,000,000, 
money that had to be furnished from 
this country. 


Both of the figures given were derived | 


in the attempt to determine just what 
payments the United States received in 
the course of its international business 
lagt year, and what payments it made, 
not alone for the visible trade in com- 
modities and gold, but also on the “in- 
visible” exchange which includes 
eign investments, tourist expenditures 
and a thousand other items, 

The compilation, Secretary 
observed, “is perhaps the most 
tant single computation in 
tire fleld of its international economic 
relations,” 


Items Nearly Balanced. 


Taking into consideration a!! 
the survey calculated that during 
the United States furnished the 
abroad with gold, goods and 
amounting to $9,115,000,000. The world 
furnished the United States with simi- 
lar items to a total of 89,121,000,000. 

The accounts do not actually ba!- 
ance, but the $6,000,000 difference, tin 
survey concluded, represents unavoid- 
able error and the result of untraced 
transactions. 

For 1926, a similar survey calculated 
that the United States gained credits 
abroad to a total of $8,713,000,000 
while the world abroad gained credit 
within the United States to a more 
than balancing total of %$8,899.000,000 

In tracing out the complicated bal- 
ances of international payments, 
Commerce Department took into con- 
Sideration not only the shipments of 
goods and the sales of securities, but 
Iso the smuggling of liquors, narcotics

“Another of the important disclosures 
from this study is the fact that the 
capacity of foreign people to purchase 
American goods or to repay obligations 
to the United States is enhanced by 
the sum of approximately %900,000,000 
through the $617,000,000 expended by 
our tourists abroad, the $206,000,000 re- 
mitted by immigrants in the United 
States to relatives at home, the $43,- 
000,000 of American charitable con- 
tributions to foreign countries, and our 
payments to other countries of $32,- 
000,000 for freight. 

“These sums almost exactly offset the 
net amount paid to us by foreigners 
for interest on their private debts and 
upon their war debts to our Govern- 
ment.”

Edwards took the 
girl to police headquarters and said he 
feared she was developing kleptomani- 
acal tendencies. 

Some detectives suggested that Miss 
Hickman might be bringing blame on 
herself in a deliberate c.ttempt to show 
there was a strain of insanity in the 
family, as a last desperate effort to save 
he brother from the gallows.

The embattled farmers of the Middle West

-and march Kansas City. Caravans are 
being organized in many centers of bucolic 
‘unrest, all having their projected terminus at 
‘Kansas City. If one-tenth of the number of 
automobiles scheduled to make this pjlgrim- 
age actually arrive at the holy city of McNary- 
Haugenism, the world will witness the great- 
est parking congestion since Noah performed 
the miracie of parking specimens of all living 
‘creatures in his yacht. 

Many observers of American 
nomena are already asking what 
will do after they reach Kansas City. 
they take possession of the convention, 
place the delegates, and name McNary and 
Haugen for President and Vice President? Or 
will they be content to make riotous demon- 
strations in the hotels and in the galleries of 
the convention hall? These are questions that 
open up delightful new vistas of democracy in 
action; but they can not be answered before- 
hand. 

What we prefer to consider at present is 
whether the organizers of these gigantic fliv- 
vercades can deliver the goods, or whether the 
splendid dream of mobilization of American 
agriculture is to remain naught but a dream 
Now that expectation has been raised to tip- 
toe it is only just and right that it should be 
transformed into realization, The Governor 
of Nebraska and other leaders of this hegira 
have promised to create a spectacle never seen 
before on land or sea, and if they fail they 
will cruelly disappoint a waiting world. 
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RADIO MONOPOLY ALLEGED. 


The Federal Trade Commission has 
public a complaint charging the Radio Corpora. 
tion of America with violation of the antitrust 
laws. Hearings have been ordered.for July 25. 
The complaint revolves largely around pvocled 
patents and license agreements whereby the 
sale of tubes manufactured by the corporation 
must be included as factory equipment by al) 
manufacturers utilizing R. C. A. circuits or 
other patents. Patents on tubes, the commis- 
sion points out, expired in 1924 and 1925, but 
the complaint charges that the license agree- 
ments tend to “‘substantially lessen and eventu- 
ally extinguish competition and create a 
monopoly in the respondent Radio Corporation 
of America in the sale of vacuum tubes in in- 
terstate commerce.” 

The monopoly charge has been bandied hack 
and forth considerably of late in connection 
with the Radio Corporation of America. it is 
time that a comprehensive investigation were 
made. Aside from the charges made during 
hearings of the radio control bill, that the 
radio corporation owned or controlled many 
of the broadcasting stations in the country and 
was attempting to set up a vast broadcasting 
monopoly, the public has seen that there is 
only one well-known brand of tube to be ob- 
tained, and it feels that it should have a va- 
riety from which to choose.’ Furthermore, 
tubes are not cheap, even though the price is 
considerably less than it was several years ago, 
and the public believes that if there were 
competition prices might be reduced. 

Judgment should be reserved, however, ib 
view of the fact that the corporation has not 
yet been heard. It is up to the Federal Trade 

‘Commission to sift the charges thorougniy in 
justice both to the public and to the corpora- 
tion. 
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BETTING ON THE. DERBY. 

Even in a world given to speculation there 
is nothing to approach the frenzy of wavering 
that ushers in and surrounds the English 
Derby. What the Kentucky Verby is to’ the 
United States the historic race at Epsom 
Downs is to the entire British. Empire, and 
there are only a few of its millions of citizens 
in every quarter of the globe who do not take 
a “‘flier’’ on the event. 

The two greatest sources of wagering are 
the Calcutta and the Stock Exchauge sweep- 
stakes. The prize that will reward the holder 
of the winning ticket in the former this year 
will, it is said, be $900,000. The lucky in-’ 
dividual in the latter is expected to draw down 
$750,000. There is nothing to compare with 
these prizes in any of the lotteries that still 
flourish in many lands. The sale of tickets in 
the Calcutta sweep is not legally sanctioned 
in England. but thousands of persons in the 
old country manage to get hold of a ticket 
through friends in India, and then live in

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THE UNMINED SEA. 


Prof. Fritz Faber has informed the ocvanv- 
graphic congress in session at Berlin that the 
plan to extract gold from sea water upon a 
paying basis must be relegated to the iis: of 
hopes whose deferring makes the heart sick, 
Despite the fact that the scientific estimate of 
the amount of gold carried by sea water is set 
at the bewildering figure of 8,000,000,000 
tons, the effort to salvage this vast treasure 
would cost more than the gold is worth. 

Despite the failure of the German scientists 
to extract gold in commercial quantities from 
the sounding sea, the ocean is still a mine un- 
mined, a scientist of international repute hav- 
ing declared his belief that the natural products 
of the subsurface, represent the ‘fone yreat 
source of natural wealth to which the world 
has not yet turned.” He had reference to the 
vast areas of sea growths, from which mankind 
may yet supply the needs of life and comfort. 
These growths hold in trust chemical sub- 
stances of incalculable value and in illimitsble 
quantities. The Japanese are reputed to be the 
most resourceful investigators in this fieid of 
wealth, which may be beyond anything the sea 
can:ever yield in gold. 

Another unéxplored region is the intericr of 
the earth—who knows what vast wealth may 
lie a few miles below?

AIRPLANE REGULATION. 

The fatal airplane accident at Law- 
rence, Kans., this week, says the Kan- 
sas City Star, has revealed the neces- 
sity of State cooperation with the Fed- 
eral authorities in the regulation of 
flying activities. Kansas has a law 
which requires the inspection of planes 
and the licensing of pilots, but it has 
never been enforced. Less than one- 
half the States have regulations cov- 
ering this situation. State legislation 
to meet the conditions created by an 
increase of operations in the air is an 
urgent necessity 

The air commerce act of 1926 laid the 
basis for a comprehensive system of 
flying regulation. But the safeguards 
which it throws about this new form 
of travel and transportation can be 
applied only with difficulty and in a 
limited way to local and intrastate op- 
erations. They relate principally to 
interstate air traffic. Pilots ahd planes 
engaged in that business are under 
strict regulation, the value of which 
has been demonstrated clearly in the 
limited period in which the regulation 
has been effective. Last year, for ex- 
ample, nearly 98 per cent of the li- 
censed planes and pilots covered mil- 
lions of miles in the air without a fa- 


tal accident. In the same time 80 per 
cent of the fatalities listed by the De- 
partment of Commerce related to use 
of unlicensed planes. The department, 
through its aeronautics branch, has 
prepared a uniform act for adoption in 
all the States. Use of this would make 
possible the kind of cooperation that 
s necessary for reasonable assurance 
of safety in the air. |

YOUTH IN REBELLION 
AGAINST BIBLE, CLAIM 


Rev. Dr. B. G. Wilkinson Puts 
Blame for Condition on 
False Propaganda. 


False propaganda against the Bible 
and the existence of God is on the

New York, May 27 (A.P.).—Reports 
of marked improvement in the crop 
outlook, particularly in the winter and 
spring wheat areas, provided the most 
encouraging business and trade. news 
last week. The general business sit- 
uation continued spotty, retail trade 
particularly being hampered by un- 
seasonably cold weather. 

Signs of the usual seasonal slacken- 
ing were beginning to appear in the 
steel industry, but the lowering of 
production was a gradual process. 
Automobile manufacture continued at 
a high rate, but railroad equipment 
buying to date has been disappointing. 

Further improvement was noted in 
the copper industry, the price of the 


red metal for export touching 15 cents 
a pound. Lead prices also were ad- 
vanced. The American Petroleum In- 
stitute teported a decrease of 16,400 
barrels in the daily average gross crude 
oil production for the week ended May 
19, the sharpest drop taking place in 
the west Texas fields. 


Wholesale Foodstuffs Gain. 


Price movements in the . wholesale 
commodity markets were mixed, with 
foodstuffs showing the largest number 
of gains. Refined sugar prices ad- 
vanced 1-10 of a cent a pound during 
the week. 

Despite the reduced 
curities trading, resulting from the 
abbreviated sessions last week, bank 
clearings continued to show gains over 
the corresponding periods last year. 
Higher money rates had a sobering ef- 
fect on securities speculation, but 
failed to check the expansion of com- 
mercial loans. 

Freight car loadings passed the 
million car mark for the first time this 
year in the week ended May 12, but 
continued to fall below the correspond- 
ing weeks of 1927 and 1926.

W. Cort, of Johns Hopkins, wants 
to hear from him.

pool itch is. Somebody may be calling 
this rose by another name. Over at the 
University of Michigan the students in 
biology make use of Douglas lake. One 
of the bays or pools belonging to this 
lake closely or otherwise is known as 
Sedge Pool. The students are accus- 
tomed to seining or dredging this lake 


and its pools to get low forms of anl- 
mal life for study. For years they have 
known that a form of eruption, known 
locally as Sedge pool itch, was likely 
to follow wading in these pools. The 
itch: comes as smal] “bites” that itch 
terribly. These are red and somewhat 
firm, later becoming blisters and finally 
pustules in some cases. They itch for 
a “fare ye well,” and the urge to 
scratch is strong. If the little papules 
were only slightly more in clumps and 
oozed a little more, it would look like 
poison ivy. The itching is even worse 
than that of poison ivy. 

As asrule, the patches are around the 
ankles, though if the victim waded in a 
foot or two deep it might extend to the 
knees or thereabouts. After about a 
week of itching and burning the darn 
thing gets well. 

Now, who has had it, and where, and 
when, and under what name? 

Last summer Prof. Cort was out there 
studying a small parasite which lives in 
snails and which is at least a cousin of 
a parasite which gets into the human 
liver and is called a liver fluke, and of 
another which gets into the human 
blood and is called a blood fluke. These 
parasites of humans are responsible for 
some very important diseasés in Egypt 
and other far away lands. 


He had been supplied with a bucket- 
ful of water from this pool. In it were 
a lot of snails. He found a great num- 
ber of these small worm parasites escap- 
ing from the snails in the water. In 
taking the snails out of the water for 
examination he put his left hand and 
forearm into the water many times. In 
a few days he had a fine crop of Sedge 
pool itch on that left hand, wrist, and 
forearm. He found that the little 
worms had attached themselves to hair 
shafts and had bored down, producing 
papules and later blisters. There was 
no eruption on the palm of the hand 
nor any other nonhairy part of the arm.

ONTINUING the subject of in- 
C itilal suit bids, there are one or 

two general points that it is im- 
portant should be clearly. understood 
In the first place, there is no differ- 


ence between the sults when an initial 
bid of one is being considered. An in- 
itial one-bid which would be sound in 
one suit would be sound with the same 
cards in any other sult. It would not 
be true, for example, to say “This is a 
sound Heart bid, but if the Hearts and 
Diamonds were transposed it would be 
an unsound Diamond bid.” The cards 
which justify a one-bid in Spades 
would justify the bid equally if the 
sult were Hearts, Diamonds or Clubs; 
and similar comment would apply to a 
one-bid of Clubs, Hearts or Diamonds 
as compared with any other sult. The 
beginner should fix this principle 
firmly in his mind because there ts a 
more or less prevalent idea that Minor 
sult-bids of one may be made with 
less length than Major suit-bids of 
one; that they are No Trump invita- 
tions and that therefore the suit with 
which they are made need not contain 
more than two or three cards. This 
dangerous practice is not now conven- 


tional with expert players, although ® 
few years ago it had some following. 

The next general point to consider tr 
that there are many who think a score 
toward game justifies a declaration 
with less than conventional strength. 
This is most unsound. The main pur- 
pose of an initial one-bid is to give the 
partner information by showing as fully 
as possible the character of the bidder's 
holding. If a player holding A-Q-x-x-x 
in Spades and no side strength, should 
feel that a Spade bid was justified be- 
cause he had a score of 12 and was 2 
tricks nearer game than he would be 
with a love score, the partner could 
not tell whether it was a bid made 
merely because of the score, or a bid 
that would have been justified without 
a score. The question of whether the 
side of the bidder has a score toward 
game should not affect an initial dec- 
laration of one. If it is proper to make 
a one-bid at a love score, it is equally 
proper to make the same bid with the 
same cards if the bidder’s side were 10 
or 20 toward game. Conversely, hav- 
ing a score does not make a bid sound 
which would be unsound at a _ love 
score.

taught to make your brain work for 
you. The world’s greatest rewards go 
to the thinker. There is quite a dif- 
ference in the scholastic rating of de- 
grees given at different institutions. 
Find out which colleges are considered 
best in the field of work you choose. 
If you have three or four choices in 
mind, talk them over with your school 
principal and your teachers and see 
which they think stands highest 
scholastically.

m. and unless immediate adjournment 
is taken out of respect of Representa- 
tive Thomas S. Butler, of Pennsylvania, 
chairman of its naval committee, who 
died Saturday, leaders plan to hold it 
in sessiou for nearly twelve hours to 
dispose of several hundred minor bills 
on the calendar. 

Action of these measures, however, 
probably will mean little with slim 
prospects that the Senate will have an 
opportunity to consider any before ad- 
journment. 


Another Filibuster Expected. 


During the closing hours of the 
Senate Boulder Dam seems destined to 
hold its place as the unfinished busi- 
ness. By a vote of 44 to 22, the Senate 
refused to sidetrack it late Saturday 
for consideration of the administra- 
tion’s $274 000,000 naval construction 
bill. 

Determined to bring the Boulder 
measure to a vote, Senator Johnson 
(Republican), California, is marshal- 
ing his forces for day and night ses- 
sions, and the Senate appears ready 
to end again in a filibuster. 

Still before Congress are seven vetoca 
of minor bills by President Coolidge 
Three of the thirteen measures he has 
returned to Congress with his disap- 
proval have been enacted into law by 
the Senate and House with the neces- 
sary two-third majorities. 

Attempts to override the President 
on three other vetoes have failed, the 
Senate sustaining him twice and the 
House once. There seem: but little 
likelihood that the other seven will be 
voted upon.
